Tonight most of the cases 
in. the city were reported as doing well. 
Trouble in two cases was reported in the 
effort to enforce quarantine regulations. 
This morning down town one man*«man- 
aged to escape from the infected quarter 
and was chased and arrested and after be- 
ing arraigned in court and freightening 
everybod present, was sent back to his 
home. 

This evening a report was received that 
a man had appeared tn front of one of the 
-nfected houses uptown armed with a 
shotgun and had torn down the yellow 
fever flag and had taken possession of the 
premises. A squad of police was sent to 
the scene. 

At its sesston this afternoon the board 
of health decided send an apneal to 
Governor Foster asking him to supply the 
board $25,000 from the surplus fund of the 
state to assist in prosecuting fight 
against the fever. 

Preparing for Refugees. 

The governor was asked to issue orders 
for tents and other camp supplies to 
used at the camp of detention. Today, af- 
ter a conference of the health and city 
authorities, the Oakland driving park was 
selected as the site for the camp of deten- 
tion. 

It is situated in the rea# of the city and 
was tendered to the officials by the Cres- 
cont City Jockey Club. A large force of 
men was immediately. put to work and it 
expected that by tomorrow the camp 
will be ready to receive two or three hun- 
dred people from the Italian quarter. Any 
people living in infected houses who de- 
sire, may go to this camp, and be cared 
for.

IS NO PLACE FOR REFUGEES. 


Montgomery Has a Vigilance Com. 


mittee to Keep Quarantine. _ 

Montgomery, Ala., September 20.—{Spe- 
cial.)\—A citizens’ mass meeting was held 
tonight on court square, at which provision 
was made for the organization of a vigi- 
lance committee of one hundred good citi- 
zens, Whose duty it was made to co-operate 
with the clty and health authorities in 
their effort to keep away the yellow fever. 

Hon. W. C. Bibb presided, and the reso- 
lutions were introduced by Judge John G. 
Winter. 

These resolutions recited that, while the 
mecting had implicit confidence in the 
local health and quarantine officials, it 
believed that united action on the part of 
the citizens would render the quarantine the 
more effective; that every good citizen 
should constitute himself a local quarantine 
official: that who come here 
from an infected district were guilty, from 
a moral standpoint, of a crime equal to 
murder; that, as fhe punishment prescribed, 
fine and imprisonment, was not practical in 
the case of ae refugee, unscrupulous 
persons who entered from infected districts, 
Should understand that they will be dealt 
with here in such a manner as to impress 
them and others likewise inclined that it 
will the part of wis@om to avold this 
community. 

A committee was likewise i ilatian to 
confer with the health authorities about 
prohibiting quarantine officers on the trains 
from entering the city.

IT WANTS NO QUARANTINE. 


Knoxville, Tenn., Doesn’t Agree 
with State Health Board, 


Knoxville, Tenn., September 20.—(Special.) 
The state quarantine against yellow fever 
has assumed quite an interesting attitude 
in Knoxville during the last twenty-four 
hours. 

Despite the order of the state board of 
health, the city authorities and. citizens 
of Knoxville protest strongly against quar- 
antine and don’t want it to include Knox- 
ville. The citizens of thie city do not fear 
yellow fever, nor do they want quarantine, 
which they say would ruin trade and the 
coming street carnival. 

Tonight two young men, supposed to be 
from Mobile, Ala., arrived In this city, but 
the state quarantine authorities caught 
them on the train and would not let them 
alight. 

They were arrested and are now confined 
in a box car on a side track. The citizens 
are growing indignant over the matter. 


SAVANNAH WON’T RECONSIDER 


‘ass Meeting to Urge Quarantine 
Against Atlanta Not Held. 


Savannah, Ga., September 20.—(Special.)— 
The proposed meeting of business ren 
for the purpose of insisting on a quaran- 
tine against ‘Atlanta did not materialize 
today. The subject was discussed to some 
extent, but the business men did aot for 
some reason get together. 

The matter was mentioned again in the 
Sanitary board’s meeting, being brought 
up by request, but the board refused to 
its former action. The mem- 
bers of the board feel as long as they 
have Dr. George H, Stone in Atlanta to 
keep them informed of the situation, there 
is no reason why such a step should be 
taken unless he advises. 

There was some excitement 
over the report that mail from 
leans and other points in the 
district was coming into the city without 
being disinfected. Upon inquiry it was 
ascertaned that the mail was being treated 
with formaldehyde gas, which does not 
require perforation, amd all fears on that 
score were allayed. 

The quarantine delayed passenger train 
No. 3 of the Florida Central and Peninsu- 
lar railroad for several hours this morn- 
ing. It was due at 5 o'clock and so many 
of the passemgers were without health cer- 
tificates that Mayor Meldrim“was aroused 
and the matter taken up with him by 
wire, after which he allowed: the parties 
to go through. 

Health Officer Lehardy wrote the mayor 
today stating he wanted to know just 
what his duties were in regard to cuaran- 
tine, since he had received no notice of 
the appointment of imspectors and none 
of them were reporting to him. He has 
not yet heard from Mayor Meldrim.

ROME WILL NOT QUARANTINE 


Rumor that a Case Was Found 
Caused a Panic Almost. 


Rome, Ga., September 20.—(Special.)—The 
yellow fever scare reached its zenith here 
tonight when it was rumored that there 
was a case among the refugees who have 
been swarming here for the past few days. 

The report, which is utterly false, start- 
ed from the Central hotel, where one of 
the refugees, a Mrs. McChell, ef Mobile, is 
stopping. She and her daughter arrived 
on a night train, and having been on the 
cars all day without food; ate very hearti- 
ly of supper and a severe attack of indi- 
gestion was the result with the elderly 
lady. 

The report almost caused a panic. 

Dr. Lindsey Johnson, of the board of 
health, called on the sick lady and after 
his statement to the effect that her in- 
disposition was from a local cause 
with no symptoms of the deadly pestilence 
the scare subsided to some extent, but 
Rome is still in a great state of alarm. 

The city council met this afternoon at 
the request of a number of citizens, who 
have become unduly alarmed, to discuss 
the advisability -of quarantining against 
all infected districts, but after lengthy 
talks from a number-of prominent citizens 
advocating a strict quarantine it was de- 
cided to’still leave the gates of Rome wide 
open to the refugees. 

The board of health has been advised -by 
the physicians of Rome that the fever

Erroneous Publications Have Been 
Made About the Work. 

Brunswick, Ga., September 20.—(Special.) 
Erroneous putlicatichs regarding Bruns- 
wick’s quarantine state that Brunswick 
had ceased receiving cotton, iron and other 
freight from southern states; also that 
Brunswick’ squarantine on freight was more 
stringent than Savannah's.

Brunswick’s quarantine ruies are the same 
as Savannah's.

morrow. A porticn have already been at 
work for some days. The object is to give 
Brunswick a thorough cleaning. 

Brunswick's system of sewers is automaz- 
ically flushed twice each day. When the 
weeds are cut off the streets and lime is 
sprinkled in a few low places the city will 
be in excellent sanitary condition. 

At present Brunswick ranks second to 
no city in point cf sanitary excclience. 

An immense flock of white-breased fowls 
are flying over Brunswick tonight. Local 


germs would not breed here, and upon this’ 


observers say their presence is a forerun- 
ner of either cold weather or wind storms. 


CONVALESCING AT CAIRO. 


Physicians Deny that the Two 


Cases Are Yellow Fever. 

Cairo, Ill., September 20.—There have been 
no further cases of yellow .fever in this 
district. ' 

The two cases in the marine hospital 
pronounced yeHow fever in a mild form by 
Dr. Guiteras and the hospital sugeon are 
improving, and one of them is convalescent. 
A strict quarantine is in force around the 
hospital. 

Experienced physicians of the epidemic 
of 1878 deny that these cases are yellow 
fever and pronounce them malarial fever, 
such as prevail every season among men 
working in swamps and along the river. 

The state board of health with inspectors 
stationed at Cairo has decided to quaran- 
tine against East Cairo and all southern 
points. 


RUSSELL IS QUITE CAUTIOUS 


North Carolina Governor Declines 


to Invite Refugees. 

Raleigh, N. C., September 20.—(Special.)— 
Surgeon General John Hey Williams, of 
the state board of health, telegraphs Gov- 
ernor Russell from Asheville: 

“If it meets with your approbation, I 
should be pleased to telegraph Marine Sur- 
geon General Wyman offering the mount- 
ain plateau of western North Carolina as 
a refuge for refugees from the yellow 
fever stricken districts.” 

The governor refers the matter to the 
state board of health. He says he does not 
like to act regarding perhaps, a 
number of the refugees might become des- 
titute and have to be supported and final- 
ly sent home by the state.

Information has been received at the ma- 
rine hospital from Dr. John Guiteras that 
the two cases of yellow fever at Cairo, IIL, 
have been isolated and every precaution 
-possible taken to prevent spread. He says 
that the are very mild and have 
caused little alarm in Cairo. 

Instruct‘ons have been given for the dis- 
infection of the vessels from which the two 
patients were taken. 

Surgeon General Wyman has been in- 
formed that a vessel has been anchored 
in the river near Cairo by the INinois board 
of health for the purpose of inspecting ves- 

sels {rom New Orleans. Surgeon Carter has 
‘aiemes a train inspection of all vessels 
leaving New Orieans. 

The postoffice department has received in- 
formation that the Mississippi state board 
of health has quarantined all mails froin 
the infected districts of that state and re- 
fuses to permit them to be dispatched to 
their destination even if fumigated. 

Surgeon General Wyman will take 
in the matter with a view to raising the 
embargo so far as properly disinfected mail 
is concerned. Among the advices received by 
Dr. Wyman tonight were the following: 

“Six persons admitted to the de- 
tention camp at Fontainebleau, Miss., to- 
day. One hundred expected tomorrow. 
Persons from Mobile and New Orleans are 
asking admission. Surgeon Carter, in 
charge of service matters at New Orleans, 
wires that he has effected arrangements 
with the Mississippi and Tennessee state 
boards of health to receive freight from 
New Orleans when accompanied by a cer- 
tificate from the marine hospital service. 

“One new case is reported on the dredg- 
ing boat Alpha on the Kentucky side of 
the river opposite Cairo, Til. There is no 
fear of the spread of fever in Cairo. 

“Dr. John Guiteras, the expert, has been 
directed to proceed to Point Pleasant, Mo., 
to investigate the conditions in the dredge 
boat fleet and institute the necessary pre- 
cautionary measures, 

“Surgeon Sawtelle, at Atlanta, reports 
that there are no suspicious cases in that 
city. The case placed in the detention 
camp on the 18th is reported well by the 
secretary of the board of health, but will 
remain in the camp for ten days. Dr. 
Sawtelle has consultations daily with the 
railroad officials and the state board of 
health and all are working together har- 
moniously.' ”

Meridian, Miss., September 20.—(Special.) 
According to a request made by the board 
of trade and citizens’ committee the board 
of health of this city has issued an order 
permitting the running of a daily freight 
train between Meridian and Forest, on 
the Alabama and Vicksburg railroad.

TO CLEAN ATLANTA 


All the Cellars Will Undergo a Rigid 
Inspection. 


IT IS AN EXTRA PRECAUTION 


Fever Situation in Atlanta Still Re- 
mains Unchanged. 


FAVORABLE REPORTS ARE BEING SENT OUT

This work was begun yesterday morning, 
and it will be several days before it is 
completed. It was brought about by the 
fact that the board of health has decided 
to take precautions against yellow fever, 
cnd this is one of the precautions. 

The cellars in Atlanta had a thorough 
cleaning about one month ago, but they 
will and every box in 
them will be turned over and every dark 
corner will be inspected. 

Even if the climatic condition of Atlanta 
was such that the yellow fever could ex- 
ist here, the cleanliness of the city after 
the inspectors finish their work will be 
so thorough that it would be impossible 
for a disease of any sort to spread here. 

Those who have in charge the matter of 
looking after the health of Atlanta are 
not having the cellars inspected because 
they apprehend any danger from that 
source, but because they have come to 
the conclusion that as a matter of precau- 
tion it would be best to have the cellars 
clean. 

Not only will the center of the city be 
thoroughly cleaned, but the entire resi- 
dence portion will come in for its share 
of the good work. Today the following 
notice will be sent cut, and a conse- 
quence all tresh and dirt will he removed 
frem the city: 

“You are hereby rotified to have your 
premises. No. — street, in the city of At- 
lanta, placed in « thorough sanitary con 
dition immediately, by reking and swep- 
ing up ch filth end trash of cverv kind 
from yards, cellars. areas. ete.. and place 
the same in suitable boxes cr barrels, ard 
yut in convertient place for garbage cart.

The fever situation in Atlanta still 
unchenged, and there seems smal] chance 
of there being any change for the worse. 
The man at the detenticn camp is appar- 
ently one of the healthiest men in the 
city and is enjoyirg life. 

He is made as comfortable as possible 
under the circumstances, and has no kick 
coming on account of treatment. Chief 
Veal visited him yesterday, and found 
him to be very well. Of course, it cannot 
be told whether or not he will have the 
fever until he has been in the camp ten 
days, but everything seems to be in hig 
favor. 

Drs. Sawtelle and Stone sent-out favora- 
ble reports from Atlanta yesterday, and 
both of them seem fo think that there is 
no chance of the fever coming here, ex- 
cept by importation, and then dying out. 
They are co-operating with the local health 
department in its work, and are keeping 
a close eve on the situation. 

Dr. Sawtelle, who the government 
official here, is often consulted by those 
in charge of affairs here, and his sugges- 
tions are found .to be of great value to 
the board. Dr. Stone, who was sent out 
by the mayor of Savannah to look into 
the fever situation in Mobile, will probably 
remain here for some time. He makes a 
report every day on the situation here, 
and so far all of his reports have been 
entirely in Atlanta’s favor.

No danger seems to be apprehended by 
the board and beyond cleaning the city and 
continuing the inspection of trains nothing 
| will be dcne. The flushing of sewers is 
| continued and last night gallon after gallon 
of water was poured into them. 

The offices from which health certificates 
are issued are still doing a land-oflice busi- 
ness and those in charge have their hands 
full accommodating the traveling public. 

The limit of the time it is necessary for 
a person to remain here gefore being able 
to obtain a health certificate was extended 
to twenty days and this will be a further 
hardship on those who have business that 
calls them away. 

There has been much uneasiness in

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IDENTIFIED AS VON VALTHEIM. 


Man Buried as a Pauper Proved To 
Have Been a Consul. 

New York, September 20.—A dispatch to 
The World from London says: 

“Scotland Yards is now endeavoring to 
trace the murderer or murderers of Moritz 
Wilheim von Valtheim, a naturalized 
American citizen, and ‘from 1893 to 1896 
American consul at Santa Marta, Colombia. 

“On August 5th the naked body of a 
man six feet four inches in height was 
found floating in the Thames in the vicini- 
ty of the docks. A strong lanyard rope 
was tied tightly around the neck and down 
the back, tieing the hand and securely fast- 
ened to the ankles. The body, it was de- 
clared, had been in the water for months 
and the doctors affirmed that death was 
caused by strangulation before {tmmersion.

When the 
new process of fumigating by means of 
formaldehyde gas was put into general 
use it was the opinion of certain eminent 
physicians that it would be unnecessary to 
puncture the letters as was dorfe in other 
epidemics when the fumigating was done 
by burning sulphur fumes under the mail. 

Surgeon H. F. Carter, of the United 
States marine hospital service, took the 
position that a perforation of the mail was 
entirely unnecessary when the formalde- 
hyde gas was used. He argued that any 
germs that might be snugly ensconced in- 
side a letter would be killed by the gus 
without the work of perforating the letter. 

Dr. C. M. Drake, of his city, took a po- 
sition directly to the contrary. He assert- 
ed positively that no process of fumigation 
would kill the germs unless the perfora- 
tions were made. He said that paper was 
air-tight and that fumes of the gas could 
not penetrate inside unless the envelope 
had holes tn it. 

Fumigation Without Perforation. 

Acting under the advice of Surgeon Car- 
ter the railway mail officers fumigated 
mail with the formaldehyde gas without 
perforating the articles. While this was 
doubtless safe enough, it did not create 
a. profound feeling of confidence in the 
hearts of the people who received mail 
from the infected districts. Savannah peo- 
ple especially made ae kick. They tele- 
graphed to the mail authorities here and 
complained that the mail from New Or- 
leans was still coming in unfumigated 
This was not true, but they knew no bet- 
er. The mails had been fumigated with the 
new gas and no -perforations had been 
made. Formaldehyde gas leaves no odor 
and with no punctures in the envelope it 
is absolutely impossible to distinguish a 
fumigated from an unfumigated letter. The 
Savannah people had been associating with 
old-time epidemics Where the sulphur 
fumigation process was used. The sulphur 
left 2 strong scent and the letters were 
always full of holes. “Very naturally when

I had‘just left New Orleans on my vacation and had been gone 
only a day or two when the outbreak occurred. 

“You ask me about the conditions here in Atlanta, 
end the general precautions which have beem taken to prevent any cases being 
In a word, 1 don’t hesitate to give the Atlanta situation, as I 
might term it, my indorsement. Im my reports te the surgeon 1 have 
gone quite fully into conditions and have shown the unlikelihood of the dread 
disease getting anything like a foothold here. I don't say absolute impossibility. 
for that is too strong aterm. It is true that fever has never secured a 
foothold in Atlanta, and it is equally true that the altitude, 1,160 feet 
above the sea level, and the atmospheric conditions which prevail here and the fur- 
ther fact that the city is itself reasonably cleagi, it is very natural that some 
of the best physicians should take the position that there is absolutely no dan- 
ger. However, in justice to the people of Atlanta and to those who have been 
invited to come here and are in a sense the guests of the city, the inspection and 
the restrictions placed upon suspected cases from the infected districts cannot be 
too strong. I had a conference with the city authorities and impressed upon them 
this fact. They had already taken the first steps and they have left mothing un- 
done to carry out this idea of strict inspection of incoming trains.” 

“Do you think that it fis possible for a case to get in here?’ 

“Of course it is possible for a cuse to come in. Experts disagree about yellow 
fever and no one can make a diagnosis of a suspected case with absolute 
tainty.

No such case 
has, however, appeared. Just now the conditions in New Orleans and Mobile are 
such, there are so many points of infection, that an even more rigid inspection 
of people coming from these cities is necessary than was necessary in the 
earlier stages of the trouble when the cases were supposed to be confined in 
each city to some one locality. For that reason the board of health, at my 
suggestion, arranged today’ to put two physicians on each of the incoming trains 
instead of one as heretofore, and every case which gives rise to any suspicion at 
all will, together with baggage, be kept in the detention camp and the bag- 
gage will be thoroughly fumigated.’’

City on the gulf, 

Superintendent L. M. Terrell, of the rail- 
way mail service, was at once notified of 
the action of the Montgomery authorities 
and he took immediate action to resume the 
mail service that had been so rudely dis- 
turbed. He was plainly informed by the 
Montgomery officers that any man «sent 
from Atlanta would be promptly placed in 
a quarantine detention camp. 

Superintendent Terrell was making an 
effort all day yesterday to get enough mail 
cierks together who have not been in At- 
lanta for twenty days. He sent the clerks 
that have been running between Waycross 
and Montgomery out ito Montgomery. to 
take the place of the quarantined clerks. 
It is not known whether or not the new 
clerks were allowed to 80 to work, but as 
they have not been to Atlanta within the 
twenty days prescribed by the Mont- 
&omery people, it is thought that they will 
not be molested. 

How Mail Is Brought Through. 

For some time the mails between here 
and New Orieans have been carried by a 
relay system. No train has carried a mil 
car directly through. All mail coaches go- 
ing west have been turned at Opelika, and 
the mail clerks taken off the cars by 
guards. The clerks were placed in a 
guardhouse until the relay clerks came and 
took charge of the mail. ‘Ihe relay clerks 
have been carrying the cars of mail from 
Opelika through Montgomery to Hurricane 
bayou, where they were taken off by 
Suards and subjected to the same regula- 
tions as the Atlanta clerks endure at Ope- 
lika. At Hurricane bayou a new relay of 
clerks take charge of the mail and carry 
it on to New Orleans. 

Coming this way, the same clerks bring 
the mail from New Orleans to Hurricane 
bayou. Here they are taken off and the 
next relay of clerks is liberated and al- 
lowed to bring the mail on to Onpelika, 
vhere the Atlanta end relay takes charge. 
None of the relays are allowed to see or go 
rear each other. The relays are necessa- 
ry, as Monitgomry will not allow a/ mail 
clerk to pass through who has been near 
an infected town or Atlanta. 

Up to yesterday this relay system has 
been working all right. The first cierks 
that run the relay betwéen Opelika and 
the bayou were quarantined) several days 
ago, but their places were promptly fillea 
by clerks from this city. The Montgom- 
ery people allowed the Atlamta clerks to 
run through their city but a short time 
before they quarantined them in a camp 
of detention, 

May Have To Abandon It. 

This was the situat'on yesterday morn- 
ing. The only relief was to eet men 
who have not been im Atlanta and send 
them to Opelika by way of Waycross. If 
the Montgomery authorities persist in 
aquarantining the clerks who are sent there 
the service will have to be abandoned. 

All Texas. mail has been diverted from 
New Orleans. A notice was received yes- 
terday to the effect that all trains on 
the Southern Pacific had been stopped. 
Now all mails to Texas will have to be 
sent by way of Memphis and Cincinnati 
and other northern cities. 

A quarantine has been declared against 
Mail Clerk Crenshaw in New Orleans. A 
guard has been placed around his house. 
A telegram was received yesterday sey- 
ing that he was not sick, but that the euard 
was still around his house. 

There was no clerk for No. S58 yesterday. 
The clerks had been placed it] custody 
by the author.ties. Some of the clerks 
were put off on the side of the road. 

Superintendent Terrell is making cvery 
effort to get his mail clerks out of quaran- 
tine. Some of the men are shut up in 
the detention camps, where they will have 
to be expose] to the disease and they 
are feeling themselves to be in a very 
awkward and unenviable position. 

So far there has been no sickness among 
the mail clerks who run into the infected 
districts. They fumigete the mails and 
are exposed as much as any cae, Dut they 
have not had the fever.

“The buildings so erected should provide 
for a complete separation at all times of 
the three classes named, and for separate 
eating amd sleeping apartments for whites 
anc blacks. The water power should 
used in supplying these buildings with 
water and lght, furnishing such power 
as may be needed in workshops and indus- 
trial occupations, The buildings should 
we SO constructed as to give each convict 
a separate cel) for sleeping purposes, with 
nO Chance for physical communication af- 
ter the hour for retiring. 


Women and Boys. 


“The females should be in charge of a 
matron, and should manufacture clothing 
for all the convicts, if necessary, spin- 
ning and weaving the material for this

“The boys should be employed in n.ak- 
ing shoes for all the convicts, manufac- 
turing and repairing farm implements and 
tools and such outdoor labor as may be 
necessary. They should have moral and 
mental instruction and some recreation, 
but not at the expense of hard labor and 
strict discipline, which should always be 
kept in view as the proper punishment 
for violation of the law. 

“All other convicts mentioned and re- 
served should be put to cultivating the 
land, manufacturing brick and quarrying 
stone. In the farm operations, particular 
attention should be devoted to raising food 
products for the maintenance of the whole 
prison population. The brick manufactured 
and stone quarried should be of such quan- 
tity and quality as, under plans and speci- 
fications previously adopted, will be requ.r- 
ed for the erection of permanent, mcedern 
prison buildings, walis and appurienances 
tor the imprisonment of the whole convict 
population. 

“All other convicts should be hired out, 
for terms not longer than five years, on one 
of the following plans: The state bearing 
all expense of maintenance, clothing, trans- 
portat.on, medical treatment, officers and 
guard salaries, and having absolute control 
of the convicts; the hirer paying the state 
an agreed price per capita per diem. Or 
the hirer bearing all the expenses, except 
medical treatment, a local physician being 
appointed and pa‘d by the s.iate, who shall 
reside at each point where convicts are 
worked and see that they are maintained 
in strict compliance with the contracts; 
the hirer paying the state an agreed pr-ce 
per capita per diem. Of these two plans, I 
consider the former the better, as :t re- 
moves the conv.cts farther from the possi- 
biiity of mistreatment: than the latter. 

“All contracts of hiring should be protect- 
ed by an ample bond, and shou'd provide 
for monthly or quarterly payments of hire 
due the state, and, in default of payment, 
execut.on should issue ara: the hirer, 
and possibly aga:nst the securities at the 
same time.

“General Woodford its said to have add- 
ed that.Secretary Sherman had desired him 
to declare to the Spanish government that 
it was evidently impossible for Spain to 
end the rebellion in a reasonable time, and, 
further, if the war continued Cuba would 
be devastated and of no utility to Spain 
or to the Cubans. 

‘In conclusion, the United States minis- 
ter is reported to have insisted courteoasly, 
but firmly, uwpon the necessity of termi- 
rating the war, declaring that if it was 
not terminated by the end of October the 
United States will feel justified in taking 
measures to secure the independence of 
Cuba.

“I have never borrowed any money from 
the association,’”’ declared he. “Loo Que, 
Who ran away, is short with the associa- 
tion and in order to cover up his tracks 
he told the members that I had borrowed 
the money because he knew I was good 
for that amount, as I had three laundries. 
I don't know where Loo Que is and nobody 
else knows. He's gone.’ 

Chan Fun declares that Lum Ling is en- 
deavoring to feave the city for New York 
and he wants Lum Ling to be requ‘red to 
Bive a bond. so that the members of the 
asssociation can be protected. The Chinese 
are greatly stirred on account of the ir-

Closing Direct Evidence Against Prisoner 
To Be Submitted. 


AN ALIBI WiLL BE | ATTEMPTED 


Judge May Throw Out Balk’s and 
Odorofski’s Testimony. 


PROSECUTION I$ REABY WITH A MOTIVE 


Commonwealth’s Attorney Asks the 
County Board for More Money 
To Carry on Case. 


Chicago, September 20.—The closing direct 
evidence of the prosecution in the Luetgert 
case will be submitted tomorrow morning. 

If Judge Tuthill rules out the evidence 
of Frank Bialk and Frank QOdorofski as 
to the motive of the alleged murder State's 
Attorney Deneen. will call Mrs. Johnson 
Miller to the stand to tell of threats she 
heard and a pursuit of ‘Mrs. Luetgert she 
once witnessed by the man on trial, who 
was, Mrs. Miller will say, armed with a 
revolver. 

But the state’s attarney and his first 
William McEwen, are of the 
Judge Tuthil] will not rule 
out the motive evidence. This will detail 
Luetgert’s relations with other Women, 
notably Mary Simmering, the servant girl 
to whose presence in the household Mrs, 
Luetgert strongly objected. The prosecu- 
tion will try to establish the fact that it 
was a desire to marry Mary Simmering, 
or some one of the other women with 
whom he was infactuated, that led Luet- 
gert to murder his wife. 

Dr. Rudoiph Oppenheim, of West Ham- 
mond, Ill... is to be called as an expert 
witness by the defense. He has expressed 
the opinion that the bones exhibited by 
the prosecution were procured and placed 
in the vat by enemies of Luetgert for thq 
purpose of convicting him. Half a dozen 
other experts will also be called,- among 
them Dr. Sanderson Christison, the expert 
of criminology. 

Tt was also stated today that an effort 
will be made to prove an alibi for Luet- 
gert. The defense will require two weeks 
to present the case and at least a week 
will be consumed in the arguments of 
counsel,

PATROLMAN BANKSTON Is ILL 


ee — ———- a 


He Is Suffering from an Old Wound 
on the Head. * 


NEGRO HIT HIM WITH AN AX 


A Part of His Skull Was Removed. 
Welch Killing Was a Strain 
on the Officer. 


Patroiman Bankston, one of the bicycle 
policemen, is at the Grady hospital a very 
sick man. He is suffering from a wound 
on the head which was received while he 
Was attempting to arrest a negro about 
fourteen months ago. 

When Bankston shot and killed Charley 
Welch, thea man whom he was arresting 
on the railroad about two months ago, it 
was said at the time that he had had one 
experience with a prisoner who meant to 
take his life and that he was excusable 
for shooting Welch when the man drew 
a Knife and advanced upon him. 

In August, 1896, Bankston attempted to 
arrest a negro named Will Turner. The 
negro picked up an ax and struck the 
officer a fearful blow on the head. It was 
thought at the time that Bankston would 
die and he was under the care of the phy- 
sicilans at the hospital for several weeks. 
The blow from the ax had depressed the 
skull on the back of the head and it was 
deemed advisable to perform an operation. 
A portion of the skull was removed and 
the spot is now soft and depressed. There 
is no bone between the scalp and the 
brain. 

Since the negro struck him Bankston has 
several times been troub'ed with his head 
and it is thought that his present illness is 
caused from the old wound. 

When Bankston killed Welch he was 
arrested and tried before a justice of the 
peace. He had previously gone through a 
trial before the coroner’s jury and the 
second invest'gation before the justice was 
long and tedious. It was a _ great strain 
vpon him and after the trial he was not at 
all well. 

About four weeks ago he’ became ill and 
went to the hospital He was confined 
some ten days and went’to work again 
about six or seven days ago, being placed 
upon the Pryor street beat instead of in 
the barracks as a call officer, the place he 
filled when he shot Welch. 

it was evident to his fellow officers that 
Bankston was not himself and yesterday 
morning he became it again.

the wound on his head. Yesterday after- 
noon his fever was high and he appeared 
to be suffering considerably. 

Iie has made a most excellent officer and 
has the confidence and esteem of every 
member of the police board. Last night 
Captain Thompson stated that he would 
have the sick policeman given every at- 
tention and that he should lack for noth- 
ing.

Marcon, Ga September 20.—(Spestal.)-- 
Motcrmen and conductors on Macon’s Con- 
solidated Street railway are wrought up 
over a wage-reduction put into effect on 
the Consolidated lines today, and whicen, 
tlie men say, is equivalent to e 30 per cent 
recuction. 

The men claim that they have heen re- 
ceiving about 1244 cents an hwuur for tteir 
work heretofore, but are now asked to do 
the same work at 10 cents an hour. 

Menager Wirters claims that it is not a 
reduction, but merely a change in the sys- 
tem of paying. tle Says the men will Garn 
abgut the same as heretofore on an aver- 
age 

‘The men do not see It this way, however, 
and assert that they would strike if they 
were organized. They claim that they al- 
ready work harder for what they get than 
any other laboring men in the country, 
many of them working eighteen hours a 
day for two or three days in the week, and 
none of them making more than enough 
tO support their families. 

The men assert that the company’s earn- 
ings are constantly increasing, so that there 
is no provoex'ion for a reduction of wages. 
Manager Winters has admitted that the 
company has increased its earnings each 
year and does not claim that the company 
is losing money. The Consolidated linéS in 
this city are paying good dividends, larger 
than many lires in cities of double Macon’s 
S.Ze. 

Public sentiment seems to be on the side 
of the men. The laboring people are show- 
ing great interest in the matter, and it is 
asserted that they wil boycott the road {if 
the reduction is insisted upon.

The Situation in Europe. 

In connection with the reputed alli- 
ance between France and Russia it is 
interesting to make some inquiry into 
the relative strength of the combination 
thus formed, and what is known as the 
triple alliance. . 

The triple ailiance is composed of Ger- 
many, Austria-Hungary and Italy; and 
naturally the qvestion arises in t®@e mind 
of every thoughtful student of Euro- 
pean affairs, cam ithe triple alliance 
successfully withstand the combined 
strength of I'rance and Russia in the 
event of hostilities? 3 

This question may be settled by re- 
ferring to the latest military and naval 
statistics of Europe. In the French 
army at the present time, according to 
these statistics, there are 3,600,501 men, 
191.028 horses and 5,183 heavy euns: in 


the Russian army, 4,914,187 men, 198,009 | 


horses and 6,310 heavy guns; making ai 
& D1L4,088 ) 


total for the two countries of 
men, 389,028 horses and 11,492 heavy 
guns. | 

So much for France and Russia. Bur 
what of the triple alliance? In the Ger- 
man army there are 4,814,892 men, 172,- 
300 horses and 4,364 heavy guns; in the 
Austria-Hungarian armv 1,714,309 men, 
83,900 horses and 4,274 heavy guns: ip 
the Italian army 2,914,256 men, 56,450 
horses and 1,866 heavy guns: making a 
total for the triple alliance of 8.543.457 
men, 312.650 horses and 8,504 heavy 
guns. From these figures it will be 
observed that, while the triple alliance 
commands a larger force of men in ac- 
tive military service, the alliance be- 
tween France and Russia commands a 
larger number of horses and a much 
stronger artillery. 

In regard to the naval strength of 
the two rival alliances {t appears that 
France and Russia have decidedly the 
advantage. For these two countries the 
showing is as follows: France, 165,537 
men, 61 armored ships, 66 unarmorea 
. Ships, 295 torpedo boats, 180 heavy guns

Strikes in the United S<ates. 

Figures are seldom entertaining, but 
there is food for serious thought in the 
bulletin recently sent out by Commis- 
sicner Carroll D. Wright bearing upon 
the labor situation in the United States, 

l'rom this official document it appears 
that more than 1,500 strikes have cec- 
curred in the United States since 1879, 
involving nearly 400,000 laborers and 
costing several millions of dollars. What 
is even more significant than the above 
figures, however, is the percentage of 
these strikes which have been success- 
ful.

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Florida’s Tobacco Fair. 


The tobaeeo fair which the state of 
Florida is to nold at Lake City on the 


27th and 28th of October next, will mark 
anew and an important era in the pro- 
ductive histoty of the United States. 


One of the results of the war in Cuba 


having been to cut off the tobacco sup- 
ply from that isiand, has foreed atten- 
tion to the eapability of Florida to fill 
the field heretofore held by the Great 
Antille. Even thongh it has. been a 
matter of ascertained fact that: Florida. 
and a portion of Georgia could produce 
a tobacco of as fine a flavor as that 
which comes from the Vuelta Abajo, yet 
we lack the skilled workmanship which 
was necessary not oniy for the planting 
but for the harvesting and curing o1 
the product. The misfortune which has 
made a desert out of Cuba by desolating 
her fields as well as by exiling her sons 
has been to the advantage of Florida. 
whose soil, in the hands of the Cuba im: 
migrants, is fast building up a trade 
Which will mean millions to the treasury 
of the United States. When one recol- 
lects that. but three years ago the only 
tobacco grown in Florida was a few 
stray patches for home consumption, 
and that within that time an export 
trade of one million pounds has been 
built up, it will be seen how rapid ha: 
been the progress and how successfully 
vhe soil of Florida has answered theicali 
of the cultivator. | 

It is a matter of history that this im- 
mense trade which has enriched Cubans 
at one time really belonged to a favored 
section in Decatur county, Georgia, ana 
running southward into Florida. This 
tobacco in the days before the war wag 
‘alled for in all the capitals of Europe 
by connoisseurs who sought the best 
there was to be had. When in the days 
following ’61 the great blockade cut off 
this section from its market, the trade 
dwindled away and the Havana cigar 
made its way into that public favor 
which it has sustained ever since. It 
seems now that the fortune of war 
which deprived the gulf coast of Florida 
of this immense trade, wiil be the means 
by which a generation later it will be 
restored to her. 

The exhibition at Lake City, there- 
fore, cannot fail to be one of deep inter- 
est, involving as it does, the suecessful 
growth of one of the prime articles of 
commerce, and pointing to such a heavy 
trade which will assist in turning the 
balance in our favor. It will emphasize 
the fact that the south is the seat of the 
great money crops of the world, of cot- 
ton and corn and tobacco, and that fe 
must, therefore, become great in propor- 
tion in its influence upon the nation.

The staid city fathers took hold of the 
canine problem yesterday afternoon and 
issued a solemn edict that after the expira- 
tion of fifteen days—after Que notice has 
been served on every dog in the city—these 
Sentle-natured quadrupeds, who have 
all this trouble on themselves by letting 
their temper run away with the'r heads 
and by slicing human flesh with their 
teeth here of late, will be ruthlessly locked 
in a temporary guardhouse until their fines 
are paid by indignant owners. And if these 
fines are not paid after a certain length of 
time the howling prisoners will be lynched 
forthwith and ‘mmediately.

The tags must 
bear the owners’ and dogs’ names. Special 
care should be taken not to have the same 
confounded. 7

Harper Arrested.

Weeds in Vacant Lots. 

An ordinance prepared by Mayor Collier 
was introduced by the sanitary committee, 
requiring all property owners to have weeds 
of vacant lots cut down, prescribing as a 
penalty for non-compliance a fine of not 
more than $100. or imprisonment not more 
than thirty days in the stockade. 

The object is for better sanitation. The 
physicians on the board of health state that 
weeds growing in lots are not conducive 
to good health. There was some discus- 
sion on the measure, Councilman Lumpkin 
taking the position that were con- 
ducive to good health, and citing the fact 
that property surrounding the hospital was 
densely decorated with this rare shrubbage. 

The ordinance. however, Was passed, 
and under the supervision of the sanitary 
inspector will go into effect at once. The 
law will be enforced forty-eight hours after 
notice is given to all property owners who 
do not comply. 

Clerkship in Clutches of City. 

A resolution was introduced and passed 

providing for an appeal to the legislature 
to place the position of clerk to the com- 
missioner of public. works under the super- 
vision of the city council. This is a char- 
tered office at present and council has no 
authority over same. 
The present incumbent is Clarence 
Moore. It is thought the resolution is the 
beginning of a movement to dispense with 
the office entirely. A similar effort was 
made some time ago. 

Mr. Lumpkin introduced a 
providing for the appointment of a com- 
mittee from council to confer with the 
citizens’ committee and the representation 
from the railxgads in reference to the al- 
leged discrimination in freight rates against 
Atlanta. Councilman Culberson opposed 
the resolution on the ground this was net 
the proper time to take action on the mat- 
ter.

Official Asserts That Stephenson Is 
Honest and Not Criminally 
Wrong—He Will Pay Up. 


Montgomery, ‘Ala., September 
Clal.)—Ex-Tax Collector Hugh J. Stephen- 
son, of Culbert county, has been found to 
be delinquent to the state and county al- 
most $3,400, Assistant Examiner Fuster re- 
ported today on his examination of Ste- 
phenson’s books and accounts. He reports 
that he owes the state $1,850.29 and the 
county of Colbert $1,538.97. 

The examiner says in the report: 

While I find Mr. Stephenson considera- 
bly short in his statements both with the 
State and county, I desire in justice to him 
to state at the outset that I believe him 
to be strictly honest and an upright, con- 
scientious gentleman. He materially assist- 
ed me in this examination, and the errors 
With which he is chargable occurred, so far 
as Il have been able to ascertain, through 
no intentional fault of his. At the same 
time he has co!lected this money, and is 
justly due the state and county the amounts 
Which I shall specify below. 

“The examination shows that in 1892, by 
some oversight either by the outgoing or 
incoming probate judge, the assessors’ 

escapes’ for that year were not reported 
to the auditor, and consequently Mr. Ste- 
phenson was not charged with the tax.

Two weeks ago it was rumored there 
were over 100 cases of smallpox in the city, 
when as a matter of fact there were only 
six very mild cases. One of these tale bear- 
ers was a policeman, who has been reported 
to the police board for his conduct. 

Last Friday the city was wild with ex- 
citement over reports of of yellow 
fever in the Kimball, Aragon and several 
hotels, all of which were absolutely false. 
There has not been a case of yellow fever 
in Atlanta in years. 7 

Truth Will Always Be Published. 

Mayor Collier heard these rumors, which 
are always disastreus to any municipality, 
and determined to put a stop to them. He 
therefore had the above ordinance framed, 
which will no doubt have the desired effect. 

The measure did not pass yesterday after- 
noon without some opposition. Councilman 
Maddox took the position the law would 
abridge the freedom of speech. Alderman 
Woodward was against it for the same rea- 
son. He roasted the newspapers for having 
published alleged sensational reports about 
fever here, but was quickly squelched by 
Mayor Collier, who in arguing for the pas- 
suge of his ordinance said: 

“The newspapers have obtained their in- 
formation from the offices of the mayor and 
beard of health concerning smallpox and 
yellow fever, and have always published 
the exact facts. Nio news of this charac- 
ter has ever been witheld from them. Their 
news is absclutely reliable. 

‘“TLis ordinance was not 
newspapers. It is these calamity howlers 
we are afler. We want to stop these false 
reports Which are being spread indiscrimi- 
nately without regard for truth. and which 
will do the city much harm. Those rumors 
of yellow fever here last Friday went over 
the country and were the exact cause of 
Cnarleston beginning such rigid quar:intine 
aewainst us. We do not want to hide the 
truth. We have never hidden the truth from 
the newspapers, and they have always pub- 
lished the truth. If there were smallpox and 
yellow fever here we would certainly mahe 
the same publie. Whom we want to punish 
are those people who spread these false ru- 
nc«rs just to cause a little excitement.”’

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MARBURY INSPECTS NEW COTTON 


Government Instructs Him To Make a 
Report on the Limbless Specie. 
The tamous Jackson limbless cotton has 
assumed a national importance. Yesterduy 
the United States secretary of agriculture 
telegraphed to Weather and Crop Official 
Marbury at this place, to go out to the 
Jackson farm and make a thorough and 
exhaustive examination of the plant, and 
then report to the government official at 

Washington. 

Mr. Marbury at once went out to the 
farm near the barracks, where the wonder-- 
ful cotton is growing, and through the 
kindness of Mr. Jackson was enabled to 
go through the six acres of magnificent 
cotton. He spent quite a while at the place 
and looked all over the field. After making 
his ,.examination he was allowed to bring 
some of the cotton to town with him to 
include with his report. 

Mr. Marbury was enthusiastic 
limbless cotton. He said ihat it 
finest cro, of cotten he had ever 
said that some of the cotton was so 
that it could hardly be reached 
umbrella. The plant is thickly studded 
all the way up with large bol?’s, and the 
lowest estimate is that the six acres will 
yield four bales to the acre. 

The weather official will make a very full 
report on the condition and the prospects 
of the cotton, and will enter into its proba- 
ble commercial value. He will give as full 
and complete a report on the subject as 
could be desired, and when the report is 
filed the government will then be in a 
position to act as it may consider proper. 

That the government officials are evinc- 
ing consi iderable interest in the remarkable 
cotton is not a surprise, It is an entirely 
new voriety of cotton, and is the best spe- 
cies that has been grown in this country.

WAS THE BLACKS SHOT LOFTIN 


( Prominent Citizen Explains the Shoot- 


ing at Hogansville. 


HARBAWAY IS IN NO DANGER WHATEVER 


The Citizens Do Not Like the Idea of a 
Negro Postmaster, but They Did 
Not Want To Kill Him. 


Captain J. F. Mobley, president of the 
Merchants and Farmers’ bank of Hogans- 
Ville, and one of the best citizens of that 
enterprising village, came to Atlanta yes- 
terday on a business trip. While here he 
talked freely of the attempted assassination 
of Loftin, the negro postmaster of Ho- 
gansville, and expressed a good deal of 
indignation over the reports that had been 
printed aobut. that oceurrence. He said 
that the story of the shooting as published 
in The Constitution was correct, so far 
as the facts were concerned, but that this 
paper, together with most of the others in 
the United States, had done the citizens of 
Hogansvirie an injustice in suggesting that 
the shooting had been done by white per- 
sons.

“Will Hardaway be prosecuted?” 

“As to that 1 can’t say. As far as I can 
see Hardaway is guilty of no violation of 
the law. The simple facts in the case, which 
have never been coherently presented be- 
fore, are as follows: The appointment of 
Loftin was made over the unanimous pro- 
test of our citizens.

The man Emory succeeds in 
Augusta goes out of a job altogether, he 
being too good a democrat. 

The republicans were at first confronted 
with the almost insoluble question of 
civil service.

Hickey. president and general man- 
ager of the Victorfa Gold Mining and Mill- 
ing Company. of Highlands, N. C., is in 
Atlanta on his way to Chicago. Mr. Hickey 
reports having found angabumlance of gold 
ore just across the G NPia Mine in North 
Carolina. He is on Sg hee belt over 
the line from Rab ountye, 

‘The ore which Mm, Hickey ‘bRouent down 
to Atlanta certainly looks attractive. He 
had specimens of both free milling and re- 
fractory ores. The veins run from three to 
feur feet in thickness and the ore, which 
assayed $2 to one ton at the outerop, has 
increased to $40 at a depth of less than fifty 
feet and his gangue matter runs very high 
in gold. Bishop Thompson, of Mississippi, 
owns the land. Ex-Lfeutenant Governor 
Jones, of the same state, is also interested 
in the mine. Mr. Hickey has spent three 
months prospecting and opening the prop- 
erty. He is an experienced western miner 
and says that Georgia and North Carolina 
beat the west or Alaska eifher. He was in 
Alaska a few years ago, before the Klon- 
dike had been heard of’as a gold producing 
country, but after the Treadwell had be- 
come a big paying mine.

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not less than $1,230,000 and would be but 
a doubtful experiment. 
County Option Discussed. 

“Tt has been suggested that each coun- 
ty should have the option of working cer- 
tain classes of the convicts on their pub- 
lic roads, and while the suggestion wouid 
ordinarily commend itself to me as a’step 
in procuring better roads, an end greatiy 
to be desired, still if many of them should 
be so used it Would so reduce the met re- 
Sults from the contracts of hiring as to 
defeat the erection of permanent prisons, 
and at the end of the terms of hiring 
Georgia would be no nearer a final solution 
of this vexed problem tham now. 

“From the excellent report of the special 
inspector of misdemeanor chaingangs re- 
cenuy made to the governor it appears 
that there are about six hundred misde- 
meanor convicts whose sentences require 
that they should labor upon public works, 
but who, comtraw to the law, are hired 
to private individuals. These convicts are 
sentenced for minor infractions of the law, 
under short ‘terms, none exceeding twelve 
months, and are therefore better suited 
for such labor tham the more desperate 
fetony convicts. If they should be placed 
upon the public works as the law requires 
in those counties which desire and are 
able to work their roads with convict 
labor, it would, I am sure, supply the 
entire want and still leave the plan sug- 
gested intact. 

‘To build permanemt prisons and estab- 
lish a permanent system is but laying the 
foundation for a final settlement of a 
krotty problem in a business way, and 
when omce accomplished relieves the state 
fore@er from dependence upon lessees and 
private individuals for the punishment, 
care and maintenance of her convict pop- 


ulation. 
Need of Legislation. 


“To carry these suggestions into effect a 
bill should be passed providing for the 
creation of a prison commission, consisting 
of the governor ex-officio and three practi- 
cal business men from different sections of 
the state, to be appointed by the governor. 
These commissioners should receive sala- 
ries of $2,000 each for the years 1898 and 1899, 
and all necessary traveling expenses actu- 
ally incurred in the discharge of their du- 
ties and thereafter such salaries as may 
be provided by the general assembly. They 
should have offices in the capitol and such 
clerical force and office supplies as may be 
needed. 

‘They should be empowered to purchase 
the farm lands as indicated and to erect 
thereon such buildings, stockades and ape 
purtenances as may be needed and equi 
the same for use; to provide suitable labor 
for the different classes of convicts to be 
kept on the land so bought with officers, 
agents and guards for the general munage- 
ment thereof, and should make such rules 
and regulations as may be deemed neces-

for a modern prison system, which will 
forever solve the convict quest:on in Geor- 
gia. As few restrictions as possible should 
be thrown around this commission. and 
they should be allowed the most liberal 
diseretion possible, Himiting them only to 
broad lines of prison reform, in hard labor, 
discipline and humane treatment, looking 


“They should be 


to the proper punishment of the criminal 


by humane methods, his reformation !f 
possible, the protection of society and his 
self-support with the least possible burden 
to the honest taxpayer. 

“They should be required to thoroughly 
investigate the systems of the best prisons 
in the United States, and especially those 
embodying the parole system, the graded 
System, the indeterminate sentence and the 
ebolition of corporal punishment, and at 
the session of the general assembly if 1898 
should recommend the adoption of such 
legislation embodying these reforms as in 
their cpirion will be best suited to Geor- 
gia’s prison population and which will en- 
gender the self-respect, stimulate the ambi- 
tion and properly discipline the convict. 

They should aiso be required to embody 
in their report to the general assembly a 
detailed account of all their acts and do- 
Ings in the discharge of their duties, to- 
gether with their future plans, that such 
further legislation may be adopted as will 
then be necessary.’’

Others 
from the various southern states who were 
in attendance upon the great council wll 
be in Atlanta today and tomorrow, s(iop- 
ping over for a short stay in the elty until 
they ean secure health certificutes and in- 
formation about quarantine regulations 
south and west of Atlanta. 

fhe session of the great counc!] in Phitl- 
adelphia has been the most notabse in the 
history of the order,” and questions of 
great interest to the order came up for 
consideration. One of the features of the 
session was the adoption of the new Poca- 
hontas ritual, which provides for the ad- 
mittance into the order of ladies who have 
husbands, brothers or fathers in the rank 
of good Indians. This riteal is sald to be 
exceedingly imposing und beautiful and will 
be introduced into the southern wigwams 
shertly. 

Another. feature of the session was the 
offering, of a prize of $1,000 to be paid any 
member who suceeeds in securing a bhew 
ritual for the secret work of the order 
which will be acceptable. Several matters 
of importance were discussed aml a vast 
amount of business transacted before the 
counejl adjourned. Almost every state and 
terrivory in the union was represented and 
the gathering was composed of the most 
distinguished secret order.men of the na- 
tion. The great council Was in session ilve 
days. 

ln speaking of the session of the great 
council, Great Representative Jeffries said 
yesterday: 

“One of the most magnificent demonstra- 
tions in the history of fraternal orders oc- 
curred in the city of Philadelphia last Tues- 


dav evening. Programmes for the enter? 
tulnment of the visiting Red Men had been 
prepared on an tiaborate scale.. At the 


Academy of Music, on Broud street, fully 
16,000 people had gathered; at St. James 
hall, on market street, over 10,000; at music 
hali. Girard avenue, at least 10,009, and at 
Textile hall, Kensington avenue, about 7,0. 

“The leading feature of the programme 
Was the reception to and the address of 
the great incohonee of the United States, 
Hon. Robert T. Daniel, of Griffin, Ga. 
When Judge Daniel faced the vast audi- 
ence at the Academy of Music « mighty 
cheer went up, a@ wave of enthusiasm ex- 
tending from pit to dome, greated the dis- 
t-nguished speaker and it seemed as if the 


tumultuous applause would never cease. 


“On the stage were scated the members 
of the ereat counci! of the United 
States. among them the Georgia rep- 
resentutives, xy. A. Wright. of Jack- 
son; T. H. Jeffries, of Atlanta. sand 
A. N. Manucy, of Savannah. representing 
thirty-two states of the union. Grouped 
on the stage were 10) Indian boys in uni- 
form from the schoo! at Carlisle. In the 
boxes were seater the visiting ladies from 
nearly every state. In the body of the 
theater were the elite of this ‘Cty of 
srotherly Love.’ 

“It is doubtful {€ any speaker ever faced 
an audience more distinguished or repre- 
Sentative in its character. When the ap- 
plause subsided Judge Danie! addre ‘ssed the 
meeting in a speech laudatory of Red Man- 


ship and breathing a spirit of patriotism 


that fairly captured his hearers. 

“At the conclusion of his ‘speech a car- 
riage Was in waiting and he was rapidly 
driven to St. James hall, where the same 
scene Was again enacted. Aga'tn he thrill- 
ed and enthused his audience by his words 
Of eloquence. After this address the car- 
riage Was again placed in Service and the 
distinguished guest of the evening Was 
taken to Music hail, out on Grand avenue, 
Where apother address was made.

SEIZED A COMRADE 


A Negro Workman Killed at the New 
County Jail. 


HE FELL FIFTY-FIVE FEET 


The Man He Seized Narrowly Escaped 
Being Also Killed. 


THE CORONER INVESTICATED THE MATTER 


The Dead Negro, Whose Name Was 
William Moore, ziad Only Him- 
self To Blame.

NEGRO workman at 
the new jail fell from 
the fifth floor, a dis- 
tance of about fifty- 
five feet, and was 
killed yesterday af- 


’ ternoon. The man 
was William Moore. 
j In his fall Moore 


eaught hold of an- 


other negro and carried him to the floor 
below, the fourth floor. This negro Was 
Judson Woodley and he had a most thrill- 
ing experierce. 

Moore and Wocdley were at one end of 
an iron sill and had just slipped it ito 
the slot @rraneed for it when Moore Was 
told to stand erect and remain still, For 
some unknown reason: he began to move 
about. and having but small foothold, he 
lost his balance. Before falling he remark- 
ed to W vodley: 

"Oh, F-am-all tight.” 

He-had burely uttered the words when he 
began falling. Reaching out with his left 
hend he grabbed hold of Woodley and the 
two men fell together. Moore went through 
to the bottom floor and Woodley stopped 
upon the next floor underneatP. 

Moore lived about tive minutes but never 
spoke after his fall. 

Woodley had his arm bruised where 
Moore had clutehed him, and his) shirt 
sleeve Was torn out. 

The coroner Was notified and an inquest 
was held. 

In describing the accident to a Constitt- 
tion reporter Woodley said: 

‘l had a fearful expereince. 1 Was stand- 
ing close beside Moore and Wwe had just 
placed the iron girder where it beionged 
and I told ‘Moore to stand up and remuin 
quiet. He moved about and told me he was 
all right. in another second he iost his bal- 
ance and as he was falling he grabbed me 
by the arm. 1 tried to shake him loose, but 
he hud a strong grip on my arm and | 
went over with him. I was lucky enough 
to tand on the next Aopr, while Movre went 
on through to the bottom. I.thought Ll was 
bei zg hurled to certain death ald i Was 
ewwtully seared,” 

Woodley showed his arm and there was a 
large bruise spot near the shoulder. His 
shirt was entirely gone. 

The other witnesses who saw the acci- 
dent all agreed that no one was to blame 
except Mbore himself, and that the accident 
would not have occurred if he had not at- 
tempted to move about.

Mr. W. P. Pattillo, of the Board, Says

of the trustees of the board of that well 
known institution, and in speaking of the 

omeaing exercises of the college said: 

“T returned this morning from a brief 
Visit to kmory college, made for the pur- 
pose of being present to join with the 
faculty, students and citizens of Oxford 
in worship on the first Sunday of the 
new college year. 

“This first Sunday is always a most hal- 
lowed and important day in that institu- 
tion, when high mental culture and strong 


religious impressions @2re ciogsely linked 
together. On this day the president 


preaches and seeKs to make at the very 
outset a deep and abiding religious im- 
pression on the students and to align them 
for Christian fellowship and work. Last 
Sunday was not behind in this good work 
those that had preceeded it in the years 
gone by, 

“Everything was favorable. .The heavy 
rain of last Ifriday had enlivened all na- 
ture, freshened the air and made it an 
deal one for the religious gatherings of 
the day. A larger number of students than 
had ever before been present at the open- 
ing of the year were there. The music 
was good, led by a well-trained voiuntary 
choir. The sermons (the morning subject 
being ‘Love,’ that of night ‘Christian Cour- 
age’) were both strong, direct, practical 
and earnest, 

‘At the closeof the morning service nearly 
seventy of the new students united with 
the church, some of them being members 
of other denominations, and without sever- 
ing in any Wise their relations with the 
churches of which they are members at 
home, only enrolling themselves for Chris- 
tian fellowship and work. 

“It Was a nighnly interesting sight and 
a most hopeful sign for the college to: see 
many maniy young men marching up 
readily and without hesitation offering for 
Christian felluwship and active work for 
the Master. 

“The opening of the college was beyond 
ail precedent. One hundred and ten new 
students have already matriculated and 
fifteen more will matriculate this week, 
and perhaps still more, as almost every 
day some one arrives that had not been 
heard from before. The total matricula- 
tion is now 285, and is expected to reach 
at least 320. It is what is called in com- 
mon silang a ‘record breaker.’

“The two debating soctleties, Few and Phi 
Gamma, are each enlisting the voung ora- 
tors for the weekly Saturday fray.

These 
societies in Emory college are a conserva- 
tive influence and a valued help in behalf 
of sood order and studious habits. 

“The gymnasium is well equipped and 
has a competent and trained tnstructor. 
The beautiful classie library building is 
nearing completion and the marble siruc- 
ture will be a rare gem in architecture 
and well suited. to its purposes. "

Judge Lumpkin Orders the Sale of 
Hollywood Cemetery. 


HIGHEST BID WILL GET IT 


Sale Occurs in Front of County Court- 


house First Tuesday in October. 


INDIVIDUAL Los “RE “NOT AFFECTED 


In the Consent Order Authorizing the 
Sale It Is Provided How Funds 
Shall Be Distributed. 


Hollywood cemetery is to be sold to the 
highest bidder for cash before the door of 
the courthouse on the first Tuesday in 
next month under the terms of a consent 
order which Judge Lumpkin has signed in 
the litigution. There have been sales of 
saloons, railroads; houses and lands, cat- 
tle and sheep before, but this is without 
doubt the first time that a cemetery 
has been offered to the highest bidder with 
all the trimmings of the aucfionecr’s elo- 
quence. 

Hollywood cemetery was organized and 
incorporated in 1899 by a number of local 
capitalists. “About eighty acres of land 
Was purchased on ihe Chattahoochee 
river car line from ‘Mr. W. A. Baker. This 
land was improved and the lots were sur- 
veyed and cut off for sale. It is estimated 
that about 300 Interments. have been made 
and that at least 1,900 lots have been sold 
to private individuals. These private lots 
are exempt from the court’s order and 
they will not be sold, neither will they be 
interfered with by the receiver. The ceme- 
tery wis organized with a stated capital 
of $250,000 and has been free'y advertised. 

Some time ago a bill was filed in the 
superior court by Attorneys Arnoid & Ar- 
nold, representing several creditors. The 
bill stated that the cemetery company was 
hopelessly insolvent and could not pay off 
the claims that had been brought against 
it. The bill set forth the allegation that 
the property was even then being threaten- 
ed with a forced sale by the sher'ff and 
that if tho court did not intervene 
the graves of the dead would be in litiga- 
tion and great loss might come to the in- 
dividual owners of the‘lots. After hearing 
the application Judge Lumpkin appointed 
Mr. C. M. Curran reeetyer and clothed him 
with all authority neeessary to wind up 
the property and make a disiribution of 
funds. Receiver Curran some time ago an- 
nounced that he had about completed his 
work as an officer of the court und asked 
for instruction as to the next steps to-be 
tuken. 

The consent order provides that all that 
property which has ret been solid for in- 
terment shall be knocked down at public 
Outcry before the door of the courthouse 
the first Tuesday in next month. Receiver 
Curran Will dispose of the property, but be- 
fore he undertakes to make any decd 
he will first report the bids which he has 
received and will ask for the confirmation 
of the court. 

[n granting the consent order looking to- 
ward the sale of the property Judge Lump- 
kin announced that the funds to be real- 
ized from the sale shal! be disposed of in 
the following order: The first sum real- 
ized shall be paid io the National Railway 
Building and loan Association, which 
holds a claim agi inst the company in the 
sum of $5,192.00. The second payment shall 
be made by the receiver to satisfy the 
claim held by J. W. Smith in the sum of 
81,500 principal, and interest te be added at 
the jegal rate. The next payment shall be 
for the cost of the receivership; $2,500 shall 
be sllowed to counsel filing the bill, one- 

third of which shall go to Attorney P. F. 
Smit? » and two-thirds to Attorneys Arnold 
& Arnold. The receiver is to receive the 
sum of $2,000, which shall be tn full for 
services rendered. The sum of $0 is to be 
allowed J. B. Redwine for his claim. 

The remainder of the proceeds of the 
Sale, if there should be any, will be for 
distribution among the stockholders of the 
Hollywood Cemetery Company.
